Ely Foodbank 
‘astonished’ 


STRUGGLING families will not be 
going hungry this Christmas 
thanks to the Ely Foodbank 
Partnership - and the “astonish¬ 
ing” generosity of local residents 
and organisations. 

The partnership, which runs 
foodbanks in Ely, Soham, Sutton, 
Chatteris and March, has 
announced that a whopping 10 
tonnes of food has been donated 
since the autumn. 

Already, more than nine tonnes 
of food has been handed out to 
people in financial crisis in the run 
up to Christmas. 

Cathy Wright, the partnership’s 
project director, said: “We contin¬ 
ue to be astonished by the com¬ 
passion shown by local people, 
including our volunteers. 

“Since the autumn we have been 
given 10 tonnes of food through 
harvest celebrations, supermarket 
standing collections and individu¬ 
al giving, with 1.5 tonnes being 
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given at Tesco in Ely and 1.8 tonnes 
at Tesco in March at the volunteer- 
led collections at the end of 
November. 

“Already over nine tonnes has 
been given out, providing 8,500 
meals to more than 850 local peo¬ 
ple who are finding difficulty in 
providing food for themselves and 
their families, and this has been 
supplemented at this time of year 
by Christmas treats, collected by 
staff at Tucker Gardner in Ely, and 
presented in gift bags to clients. 

“So far, 30 gift bags have been 
distributed, with more to follow. 

“Clients have been overwhelmed 
with the gifts and the forethought, 
as it is the treats that have to be 
missed off the lists when strug¬ 
gling to manage Christmas. 

“We want to say a big thank you 
to all those who have provided 
such incredible support.”

Dead body left 
beside bins: 
report released 


THE decision to leave a dead 
body lying beside bins at Ely 
ambulance station could 
have affected forensic evi¬ 
dence, a report has found. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust has published the find¬ 
ings of an investigation it car¬ 
ried out into the incident 
when 32-year-old Littleport 
man James Harrison’s body 
was left at the station for more 
than three hours because tak¬ 
ing it to the mortuary at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
would have meant crews 
working overtime. 

The incident was reported to 
Ely News by a whistleblower 
in October, a few weeks after 
Mr Harrison’s body was dis¬ 
covered by a member of the 
public in Ponts Hill, Littleport. 

Tracy Nicholls, director of 
clinical quality at the trust, 
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said: “We apologise whole¬ 
heartedly to the family for the 
distress this incident has 
caused - it should never have 
happened. 

“The trust has carried out a 
full investigation into this 
matter and it is clear that 
incorrect decisions were 
made and the trust’s proce¬ 
dures were not followed. 

“As a result of this we imme¬ 
diately sent out an instruction 
to staff that such a practice is 
not acceptable and must not 
happen.” 

The report says that 
although the ambulance crew 
members, who were due to 
finish their shift at 6am, 
“understood that they would 
need to take the deceased 
patient to the hospital mortu¬ 
ary”, a paramedic suggested 


they take him to the ambu¬ 
lance station instead. The 
suggestion was made “in an 
effort to prevent them being 
too late off shift”, the report 
said. 

Mr Harrison’s body did not 
arrive at the mortuary until 
just after 9.30am - approxi¬ 
mately four hours after being 
collected. 

The report said: “The patient 
was kept in an un-refrigerated 
environment between 6am 
and 9.30am, which we under¬ 
stand from the police may 
have caused issues with tak¬ 
ing certain forensic samples.” 

The report concluded that 
the paramedics’ decision 
“demonstrated a clear lack of 
foresight and consideration 
for policy”. Mrs Nicholls said: 
“The members of staff 
involved are subject to an 
ongoing investigation.”

Cyclist dies after 
crash with coach 


A CYCLIST has died follow¬ 
ing a collision with a 52-seat- 
er coach in Sutton. 

The victim - 29-year-old 
Graham Shaw, of Kestrel 
Close, Hartford, Huntingdon 
- was cycling towards Earith 
when he was in collision with 
the coach heading in the 
same direction. 

The tragic incident hap¬ 
pened just before 3pm on 
Tuesday on the B1381, Chain 
Causeway, and saw emergen¬ 
cy services, including the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance, 
attending. 

Mr Shaw suffered serious 
injuries and was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge, but later died. 

The driver of the coach, a 
46-year-old man from King’s 
Lynn, was not injured. 

A spokesman for the East of 
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England Ambulance Service 
said that the coach had pas¬ 
sengers on at the time, and 
that none of them were 
injured. 

The B1381 was closed in 
both directions for several 
hours while officers investi¬ 
gated. 

Police are urging anyone 
who witnessed the collision, 
or anyone with any informa¬ 
tion, to contact Sgt Paul 
Tanner, at the collision inves¬ 
tigation unit, on 101. 

Emergency services were 
also called to Ely’s notorious 
underpass in Station Road a 
few hours after the accident 
in Sutton after a tractor hit the 
low railway bridge. 


The incident happened just 
before 7.15pm and caused 
misery for motorists as the 
road was not re-opened until 
9.45pm. 

A police spokesman said 
that the tractor driver escaped 
uninjured but that the vehicle 
was “badly damaged”. 

Five people were then treat¬ 
ed for minor injuries follow¬ 
ing a four-vehicle collision in 
Ely at around 8.20am on 
Wednesday. 

The accident happened on 
the A10, close to the Downham 
Road roundabout. 

A spokeswoman for the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service said: “All of them only 
received minor injuries and 
they were all treated at the 
scene. 

“Nobody was taken to hospi¬ 
tal.” 


Suspected illegal immigrants discovered on lorry

The group were discovered 
in the back of a Spanish pro¬ 
duce lorry by police in Barway 
just before 4pm on Monday. 

The group included eight 
adults and four children - two 


five-year-old boys, a two- 
year-old boy and a one-year- 
old girl. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“A 41-year-old man from 
Spain was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of helping asylum seek¬ 
ers to enter the UK illegally. 
He is in custody at Kings Lynn 
Police Investigation Centre.” 


A 32-year-old man, two 
26-year-old men, a 23-year- 
old woman, a 24-year-old 
woman, a 24-year-old man, a 
29-year-old woman and a 
23-year-old man, plus the 
children, were also taken to 
the centre on suspicion of 
entering the UK without 
leave.

One arrest over 
anti gay leaflets 


A MAN reported to be a monk 
has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of delivering offensive 
anti gay and contraception 
leaflets through doors in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The ‘Works of Darkness’ 
pamphlet was posted across 
the county, including in 
Cambridge and Ely, last 
month and horrified recipi¬ 
ents contacted both Ely News 
and Cambridgeshire Police. 

Police have confirmed that 
a 53-year-old man from 
Corby, Northamptonshire, 
has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of a section 5 public 
order offence in connection 
with the distribution of the 
leaflets, and that he has been 
bailed pending further 
enquiries. 

According to national 
reports, the man is a monk 
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who was tracked down by 
police after he wrote a letter 
to homosexual news publica¬ 
tion, Pink News, claiming 
responsibility for the distri¬ 
bution of the leaflets in Ely, 
Cambridge and King’s Lynn. 

As reported at the time, the 
leaflet is divided into ten par¬ 
agraphs, on subjects includ¬ 
ing fornication, contracep¬ 
tion, euthanasia, homosexu¬ 
alism/lesbianism and 
divorce. 

It reads: “Homosexuality is 
not inborn, it is a develop¬ 
ment disorder, a traumatised 
condition arising out of a dys¬ 
functional family, or it is a 
lifestyle choice. 

“It is utterly opposed to the 


law of God and to nature, and 
should in no way be con¬ 
doned or promoted. 

“Also, the adoption of chil¬ 
dren by gays and lesbians 
constitutes a form of child 
abuse. The judgement of God 
on homosexualism reveals 
itself in the AIDS/HIV virus.” 

On the subject of abortion, it 
reads: “The deliberate killing 
of the baby in the womb is 
infanticide, is homicide and 
those who perpetrate such an 
act are guilty of murder.” 

Discussing divorce, the 
pamphlet adds: “Divorce 
wreaks havoc in society and 
is part and parcel of the 
plague of the ‘one-parent 
family’ which is a great evil.” 

A police spokesman said the 
man arrested had been bailed 
to return to Huntingdon 
police station on January 20. 


Burst water main leads to £1,000 donation 


A VILLAGE hall and local her¬ 
itage centre are hundreds of 
pounds better off - due to the 
fact a water main burst earlier 
this year. 

In September, thousands of 
homes in Littleport, and parts 
of nearby Little Downham 
and Prickwillow, were left 


without water for almost 24 
hours after a water main burst 
in the village. 

Once the main had eventu¬ 
ally been repaired, Anglian 
Water apologised to custom¬ 
ers and wrote to all those 
affected offering them a £20 
discount off their next bill. 


The company also agreed to 
hand over £1,000 to a good 
cause in the village. 

Parish councillors decided 
to split the donation between 
the Littleport Village Hall 
Committee, towards renova¬ 
tions to the roof, and the 
Adams Heritage Centre.

Cabbie who hit 
cyclist is fined 


A TAXI driver who crashed 
into a cyclist, leaving them 
with serious cuts to their 
face, has been fined. 

Adrian Maltby, 53, of 
Cowslip Drive, Little 
Thetford, denied the charge 
of driving in a public place 
without due care and atten¬ 
tion on March 3 this year. 

But he was convicted after a 
trial at Cambridge 
Magistrates Court last 
Tuesday when the bench 
found him guilty of driving 
“below the standard of a rea¬ 
sonable and prudent driver”. 

He was fined £200, ordered 
to pay £600 court costs, a £20 
victim surcharge and was 
given five penalty points on 
his licence. 

Cyclist Matthew Rumble 
had to have 18 stitches in his 
chin, lip and nose after the 
force of the impact sent him 
flying over his handlebars 
and the bonnet of the black 
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Skoda Octavia. 

He landed face first in Mill 
Road, Cambridge, and spent 
six hours in Addenbrooke’s 
being treated for the cuts to 
his face which included one 
to his forehead which went 
down to the bone. 

The court heard Mr Rumble 
was cycling down Mill Road 
towards Anglia Ruskin 
University and saw a taxi 
indicating to turn right into 
Tenison Road just after he 
passed the church. 

“I was about two metres 
away when he started turn¬ 
ing,” he said. “I flew pretty 
much straight over the bon¬ 
net of the car and landed just 
on my face. All I remember 
was going over the handle 
bars and realising what was 
happening as soon as I was 


going to hit the ground. I had 
a lot of blood coming out of 
my forehead.” 

Defending himself, Maltby 
said he was part way through 
the manoeuvre but had to 
brake suddenly to let a pedes¬ 
trian walk across Tenison 
Road. 

“I’ve been hit in the rear [of 
the car] but I’ve never hit any¬ 
thing myself in 30 years of 
driving round Cambridge 
streets,” he said. 

“I look out for anything, if he 
was that close when I started 
my manoeuvre and I braked 
for that pedestrian he would 
have been passed the junc¬ 
tion or hit me a lot sooner.” 

Magistrate Glynis Younger 
said: “A driver turning right 
across another’s right of way 
has to take extra care during 
that manoeuvre.” 

Speaking outside court, 
Maltby said he would be 
appealing the conviction.

We want to learn your views ... 

I WISH to reply to the letter from lulie 
Cornwell, Chairman of the Unison East Cambs 
Branch. 

The purpose of any survey is to find out 
people’s opinion. Think about it for a few 
minutes: why would a political party be 
interested in the option of the electorate? 
Election literature is what politicians use to try 
and influence the electors, all parties also use 
this type of material to communicate their 
plans, ideas and opinions. 

As a former East Cambs councillor I and my 
colleagues have the greatest respect for staff at 
East Cambs and the accusations from lulie are 
quite unfair. 

Nothing could be further from the truth, the 
Conservative Party demand good value for all 
public money spent.

With the help 
of large retailers and churches, over 
30 tons of food have been collected 
and distributed since it began two 
years ago. It is an honour to thank 
those who organise collections and 
give out parcels, taking time to hear 
the sometimes heartbreaking stories. 

On 8 December, an All Party Par¬ 
liamentary Inquiry into Food Poverty 
published its Report. The Report is 


honest and urgent, but not defeatist. 
When something is done, the dream 
of a country where no one is hungry 
is within the realms of possibility. It 
looks beyond food, to utilities like 
water and gas, internet provision and 
better administration of benefits. 

In my maiden speech in the House 
of Lords I praised the fruitful coop¬ 
eration between church, community 
and business to offer practical hope 
to people who otherwise would know 
nothing but misery and exclusion. 

You may wonder why it is more 
important to say all this at Christmas 
than at any other time of the year. 

The Christian Church draws on an 
earlier Hebrew tradition in which war, 
exile and political instability were 
realities.

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Pam killed 
herself after 
being bullied, 
inquest told

A STABLE girl whose 
“whole life revolved 
around horses” 
killed herself after 
being “bullied” and 
“belittled” at a yard 
she worked at in 
Newmarket. 

Pamela Winter- 
burn, 44, of Orchard 
Row, Soham, hanged 
herself in a field near 
her home in luly after 
losing her job at three 
different yards. 

An inquest held last 
Wednesday heard 
that Pamela walked 
out of Hugo Palmer’s 
yard in Newmarket 
after a series of inci¬ 
dents which saw her 
“bullied” at work. 

Pamela had said 
she had left because 
she thought she was 
going to have a men¬ 
tal breakdown - but 
the yard told her that 
because she had 
walked out, her job 
had been given to 
someone else. 

Giving evidence, 
Pamela’s neighbour, 
lulie Tenney, said: “I 
saw her that night 
and she was trem¬ 
bling, shaking and 
crying and worried 
about her job. 

“She loved the job 
but she was always 
very anxious about 
going. She said she 
was constantly bul¬ 
lied, sworn at, made 
to feel small. 

“I think Pam’s fight 
or flight kicked in on 
the day she walked 
out. She just had to 
get away from the 
situation. She went 
around the corner 
and sobbed her heart 
out but nobody went 
to her.” 

The incident was 
one in a string of 
workplace problems, 
the inquest heard. 

The coroner heard 
that before that, 
Pamela was forced to 
take redundancy 
from Sheikh 

Mohammed’s 
Godolphin yard, try¬ 
ing to fight it and tak¬ 
ing it to the House of 
Commons, arguing 
that long term staff 
were being replaced 
with migrant work¬ 
ers. 

About 15 months 


after the redundan¬ 
cy, Pamela took an 
overdose which her 
mother, Lyn 

Marshall, described 
as a “cry for help”. 

Her mother 

believed things were 
looking up when 
Pamela got a job at 
Hugo Palmer’s yard. 

Mrs Marshall said: 
“She was over the 
moon. All she wanted 
to be was a stable 
lass. She loved hors¬ 
es. 

“But there was so 
much to do and if she 
did not get it done 
they would have a go 
at her in front of eve¬ 
ryone. It got worse 
and worse.” 

After leaving her 
job at Hugo Palmer’s 
and being told it had 
been given to some¬ 
one else, Pamela 
sought advice from 
the National 

Association of Stable 
Staff (NASS) and 
Racing Welfare. 

NASS staff told her 
to “get another job”, 
the inquest heard, 
and “by fluke”, 
Pamela got a job that 
afternoon at Ed 
Walker’s yard. 

Mrs Marshall said: 
“After three weeks, 
she was told she 
wasn’t needed and 
later that afternoon, 
they employed some¬ 
one else. Once again, 
it was a smack in the 
face and the door was 
closed. But by follow¬ 
ing the advice from 


NASS to get a new 
job, she had tended 
her resignation from 
Hugo Palmer.” 

Pamela again 
approached Racing 
Welfare and asked 
them to come to a 
meeting with NASS 
to find out why they 
had given her this 
advice. Simone Sear, 
from Racing Welfare, 
said they were una¬ 
ble to get involved in 
employment issues. 

“Pam felt another 
door shut in her face,” 
her mother said. 

“At this point, she 
began to think there 
was something 
wrong with her. She 
wrote in a letter to me 
that she was a bad 
person.” 

On luly 21, Pamela 
was found hanged. 
Coroner William 
Morris concluded a 
verdict of suicide, 
saying her employers 
had “lacked compas¬ 
sion”. 

He said: “This was a 
very distressing mat¬ 
ter. 

“I have heard evi¬ 
dence that Miss 
Winterburn was bul¬ 
lied and that certain¬ 
ly sounds credible 
evidence. She felt she 
had no option but to 
walk out of her job. I 
think she was dealt 
with by her various 
employers with a lack 
of compassion.” 

Hugo Palmer 
Racing did not wish 
to comment.

Film-makers 
die from Ebola 


TWO film-makers whose 
Ebola awareness music video 
was backed by the Duke of 
Cambridge have sadly died 
from the virus. 

Mary Sesay, 21, and Kadisha 
Monisha Conteh, 20, from 
Sierra Leone, were part of the 
Future View team who wrote 
and filmed the educational 
song ‘Ebola is Real’ to teach 
people how to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

Colin Stevens, who is from 
Ely and is associate producer 
at UK-based charity Purple 
Field Productions (PFP), said 
the young women died last 
Tuesday and is calling for 
people to back an appeal to 
help support their friends. 

He said: “Two of the young 
people died on Tuesday. 

“We’re desperate to raise

money to help Future View. 
They’re just terrified. They 
followed all the guidelines 
and this has still eaten into 
their group. 

“All we can do as a very 
small charity is raise some 
more support financially. 
There’s no work, there’s no 
school. They’re just stuck.” 

As reported last week, 
Prince William recorded and 
sent a video message to 
Future View, expressing his 
concern about the Ebola cri¬ 
sis and telling them: ‘’Keep 
safe - the world is thinking of 
you.” 

PFP, which is based in 
Ilminster, Somerset, makes 
films and videos for educa¬ 


tional and humanitarian 
purposes. 

They began working with 
Future View, who are based 
in Makeni, after meeting 
them while filming in Sierra 
Leone and have been keeping 
in contact with them via 
Skype, telephone and email. 

PFP’s appeal was launched 
in September to raise £3,000 
to support the group with 
their film-making, but the 
emphasis shifted in recent 
weeks because of the Ebola 
crisis. 

The charity is appealing for 
donations to help support the 
young filmmakers with soap, 
food, camera equipment and 
training.

Damaged and felled 
trees are replaced

TWO new trees have been planted in 
the grounds of Ely Cathedral to 
replace one which was felled and 
another which was vandalised. 

It was in August that a mature syca¬ 
more tree on Palace Green - located 
beside the boundary wall of the Old 
Palace - was cut down. 

Cathy White, senior trees officer at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said the authority had been 
monitoring the tree over the last few 
years, and that it had to felled due to 
poor foliage cover and because the 
large central section was dead. 

Just weeks later a liriodendron tree, 
commonly known as a tulip tree, 
planted on Palace Green to mark the 
tragic September 11 terrorist attacks 
in New York, had to be removed after 
it was vandalised. 

Speaking to Ely News at the time,

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, who helped 
plant the tree, said: “I just find it so 
sad that someone can deliberately 
damage a tree. 


“This tree was a very special one 
and is there in respect of all the vic¬ 
tims of 9/11, so the fact that it has 
been vandalised is so insulting.” 

The district council has now 
replaced it with another lirioden¬ 
dron tree. 

The sycamore which was felled in 
the summer has been replaced with 
a field maple. 

Mrs White said: “As part of the Tree 
Council’s National Tree Week, our 
parks and open spaces team have 
planted a field maple to replace the 
old sycamore tree and a tulip tree to 
replace the special tulip tree which 
was sadly damaged by mindless van¬ 
dalism. 

“These trees should flourish in the 
years ahead and become a wonder¬ 
ful addition to Palace Green for both 
residents and visitors alike.”

POLICE are warning motorists in 
the Ely area to make sure they are 
safe to drive the morning after 
drinking during the festive sea¬ 
son. 

Officers say that while many peo¬ 
ple know not to drive home after a 
night out drinking, far fewer know 
that they can still be over the drink 
drive limit the next morning. 

The Bedfordshire, 

Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire 
Road Policing Unit’s drink drive 
campaign runs throughout 
December and as part of that they 
will be carrying out breathalyser 
checks round the clock - including 
during the morning rush hour. 

Chief Inspector Richard Hann 
said: “While most drivers now 
know it’s a bad idea to get behind a 
wheel after night out drinking, 
many still forget just how long it 
takes for alcohol to leave their sys¬ 
tem. 

“As a result they get in the car the 
next morning while they are still 
over the limit and it is still unsafe 
for them to drive.

“Any amount of alcohol in your 
system can affect your response 
times and ability to judge speeds 
and distances well while driving. 

“You might think you have slept 
off the effects of the drink but 
haven’t and it’s still dangerous for 
you to drive.” 

In general, alcohol leaves the 
blood at the rate of about one unit 
per hour so if you stop drinking at 
3am after consuming eight units 
(four pints of lager) you could still 
have three units of alcohol in your 
system at 8am the next day - 
enough to be over the drink drive 
limit. 

Motorists found to be driving 
while under the influence of drink 
or drugs face a minimum of a 
12-month disqualification and the 
offence of causing death by care¬ 
less driving whilst under the influ¬ 
ence of drink or drugs now carries 
a maximum penalty of 14 years’ 
imprisonment.

Local businessman Jason Watson 
has applied for planning permission 
to change the use of the former 
Fisher and Co Watchmakers and 
Jewellers premises, in 
Buttermarket, off Market Place, 
from one shop unit into two units. 

The jewellers had been run by 
Howard Zelley and his family since 
1952, although the premises had 
been a jewellers since at least 1877. 

The business closed its doors in 
October, much to the 
disappointment of its customers 
and staff, and Mr Watson, from 
Witchford, then bought the building. 

In a statement to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, his 
agents said: “Dividing the premises 
into two will create job opportunities 
in the town centre and hopefully 
make it more affordable for small 
businesses with rent and rates.

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Blaze was best ever 
gift for Christmas 



C LAIRE Wallace’s house 
is looking decidedly 
festive. A beautiful 
tree shimmers in the living 
room, and her Christmas 
shopping? All done. 

“I can do it all by myself 
now, which I haven’t done in 
gosh, about six years,” she 
beams. “I think I started in 
mid-November!” 

There’s a very good reason 
why Claire, who is blind, can 
get out and about to buy 
presents now - and that very 
good reason is Blaze, the 
gorgeously glossy Guide Dog 
who came into her life last 
Christmas. 

“She goes absolutely 
everywhere with me, 
and she loves shopping! I 
always knew it would be 
good to have a Guide Dog, 
but actually she’s totally 
transformed my life. The 
independence and the 
confidence she’s given me - 
it’s just amazing.” 

But happy though she is, 


When a risky brain operation left Claire Wallace 
with major sight loss, her future looked 
uncertain. But now, with the help of her Guide 
Dog Blaze, her life has been transformed. She 
tells Emma Higginbotham her story 


this time of year will always 
be poignant for the mum-of- 
three. Back in 2009, facing 
an intricate brain operation 
that she was told she might 
not survive, Claire planned 
what she thought would be 
her very last Christmas - 
and then planned her own 
funeral. 

Claire’s problems began 
12 years ago, when she was 
25. “Before then everything 
was normal, but then I had 
some intense headaches 
for a couple of weeks, and 
one morning I woke up and 
realised that something was 
wrong with my sight.” 

There seemed to be black 
patches in the top right- 
hand corner of both eyes, 
“but it was only slight, so I 
wasn’t worried,” says Claire. 
“I just thought I needed 
glasses.” 

But trying lenses at 
the opticians made no 
difference, so she went to 
her doctor, who referred 


her to the Eye Clinic at 
Addenbrooke’s. Tests were 
done, “and then they pulled 
me into a little room and 
they said ‘Your eyes are 
perfect - but you’ve got 
something on your brain’. 

I just burst into tears. I 
obviously thought it was a 
tumour.” 

But it wasn’t. An MRI test 
revealed that a blood vessel 
had burst deep in Claire’s 
brain, damaging the signal 
from the brain to the eyes. 
“But they said ‘It will never 
burst again, you’ll be fine’.” 

Relieved, Claire carried on 
with her life. A busy mum 
with two young daughters, 
Demi, then 8, and Tyler, then 
5, she was also training to be 


a beautician. And everything 
was fine - until six years ago 
when, six months’ pregnant 
with her son, Alfie, the 
headaches began again. 

“Straight away I knew 
what it was, because the 
headaches are completely 
different to the normal 
ones I had. And my eyesight 
deteriorated very slightly; 
the black patches had gone 
down further. I was really 
scared.” 

She returned to 
Addenbrooke’s, “and they 
said the blood vessel had 
burst again. But they said ‘It 
will never happen again’ - 
for the second time!” 

Claire went home and 
tried to carry on as normal.

Alfie was born, and she and 
Shaun got married. But 
in November 2009, three 
months after their wedding, 
everything changed. 

“I woke up one morning, 
and fluffed around in the 
house, and I didn’t notice until 
I got in the car and started 
driving down the road that 
my eyesight had deteriorated 
dramatically,” she says. “To 
this day I can’t fathom out why 
I didn’t notice it in the house! 

“I drove down the road, and 
realised it was black on the 
right hand side of both eyes. I 
turned round and came back, 
and said to Shaun ‘I can’t see 
to drive’.” 

At Addenbrooke’s, 
neurologists confirmed that 
the blood vessel had burst yet 
again. “They sat me down and 
said ‘Given that it’s burst three 
times in the last seven years, 
it’s going to burst again - and 
because it’s on the spine of 
your brain, if it bursts once 
more it’ll put you in a coma 
and you’ll be dead’.” 

Claire couldn’t believe what 
she was hearing. “I just went 
into shock,” she says. “Shaun 
started asking practical things, 
like what are her chances? 
They said if I didn’t have the 
operation that would be that, 
I’d be dead. But I might not 
even make it out of the brain 
op - they gave me a 50/50 
chance of survival.” 

The surgery was booked for 
early February, and the couple 
went home and “tried to soak 
it up, but I was still in shock,” 
says Claire. “All my thoughts 
and efforts were on Christmas, 
and we had the most amazing 
Christmas ever. I thought it 
would be my last, I really did.” 

They told the children 
what was happening, “and 
they were so grown up 
about it; they never cried in 
front of me. They wanted 
to keep me safe, in a way.” 

But Claire knew the future 
looked bleak. She was told 
that complications from 
the surgery could include 
paralysis or a stroke, “so I 
thought even if I do come out 
of the op, it’s not going to be 
me. And I honestly thought I 
wasn’t going to come out of 
it.” 

That’s why, after Christmas, 
she even planned her funeral: 
“No-one knew about it, not 
even Shaun. I chose the songs, 
and I wanted a black coffin 
and white lilies ... I wanted to 
take that burden away from 
them. 

“I stayed strong for three 
months, and just before the 
op I said I didn’t want to say 


goodbye to anybody. I never 
told anyone how I was actually 
feeling: scared, petrified that 
I could die, and that I’d never 
see my children grow up.” 

Thankfully the 12-hour 
operation went well; surgeons 
successfully removed the 
blood vessel. But on waking 
up, Claire had to come to 
terms with further sight 
loss, as well as side-effects 
including tinnitus, short¬ 
term memory problems and 
numbness down her right 
side. “Shaun ended up being 
my main carer. He was a site 
manager, so he had to give up 
his job and I had to give up my 
job. Literally overnight, our 
whole world had changed. 

“But I knew how lucky I was, 
and I didn’t want to grumble 
about it. For two years I was 
like ‘I’m fine! I’m never going 
to moan about this because 
I’m alive’. But I was depressed, 
and I needed to grieve. It’s a 
loss: a loss of eyesight, a loss 
of your independence. 

“It was horrible. Shaun had 
to cook for me, help me get 
dressed, and I wouldn’t go 
out by myself. I didn’t have 
the confidence. I’d walk into 
people, or I’d fall over because 
I didn’t see the kerb. I didn’t 
feel safe at all. I couldn’t do 
the school run, or take my 
little boy to the park or go 
shopping by myself. I had to 
have someone with me.” 

The family decided to 
move to Gamlingay, “because 
Cambridge was too intense. I 
wanted a quieter life,” recalls 
Claire. But that brought 
its own issues, and she 
began to feel isolated. “But 
fortunately there’s an amazing 
organisation called Cam Sight 
in Cambridge, and they run 
emotional support groups for 
visually impaired people. And 
I needed help.” 

The sessions gave Claire 
a whole new outlook. “You 
can sit there and cry in front 
of people, because they’re 
there for the same reason,” 
she says. “We all let off steam 
and everybody understood. 

So that was when my life 
changed. That’s when I felt 
‘OK, I can start living again’.” 

Because they’d helped her 
so much, Claire offered to 
volunteer for Cam Sight: “I 
wanted to give something 
back, even if it was just 
answering telephones, but 
they said ‘You could do so 
much better than that, Claire, 
we see potential in you. And I 
was like ... OK!”’ she laughs. 

Fittingly, she began training 
to be a counsellor to help 
others who have lost their 


vision, “so I was happier with 
that part of my life, because I 
found a little more purpose. 

“It was just getting around 
that was the difficult part. 

I had already applied for 
a Guide Dog, and been 
accepted, so I went on the 
waiting list. They said ‘ 18 
months max’, but I waited 
nearly three years!” 

It was November last year 
when Claire finally got the 
phone call she’d been longing 
for - they’d matched her with 
a Guide Dog. “I was so excited 
I burst into tears,” she laughs. 
Blaze was brought to meet her 
the next day: “She sat beside 
me and I just stroked her, 
and then she lay down with 
her head on my foot. She was 
amazing.” 

Two weeks of intense 
training followed, and the pair 
clicked. “And obviously that 
was just before Christmas, so 
it was like all my Christmases 
had come at once - to have 
this amazing dog.” 

Thanks to Blaze and her 
new-found independence, 
this year, says Claire, has “just 
been absolutely crazy.” Aside 
from her counselling training, 
she has started doing public 
talks for Guide Dogs, after 
being recommended by one of 
their puppy walkers. “I’d never 
stood up in front of anybody 
in my life, but it’s fine. My first 
one was at Ely Golf Club, and 
there were about 50 people 
there. But I can’t see them 
anyway, so in a way that does 
help!” 

But Claire’s really big news 
was being chosen as the face 
of Guide Dogs’ Christmas 
campaign, which means 
she and Blaze are currently 
starring on leaflets, billboards 
and radio commercials, and 
were even featured on ITV’s 
Text Santa. 

“I feel well chuffed!” laughs 
Claire. “It’s been a whirlwind, 
and I’m a bit shocked, but 
absolutely honoured to have 
been picked. I just hope it 
raises loads of money; that’s 
why I’ve done it. Me and Blaze 
are loving it. She knows it’s all 
about her, don’t you Blazey?” 

Sadly Claire’s sight has 
continued to deteriorate: all 
she can see now is a thin strip 
down the left-hand centre of 
her vision. But she insists that 
her blindness doesn’t bother 
her. “This is the really strange 
thing; it doesn’t, because I 
have Blaze. I knew my whole 
life would change with Blaze, 
but I didn’t know how much. I 
wouldn’t be without her at all. 
She’s the best present I ever 
had.”

SO, it turns out that even if you think you hate 
panto (yep, guilty), it’s pretty difficult to not 
get swept up in this year’s Arts Theatre offering, 
despite a bit of a slow start... 

Our hero Aladdin, played by Lowri Walton, 
was likeable enough but notably as wishy washy 
as um, his brother Wishee Washee (Sam Hoye), 
whose jokes weren't always on the right side of 
cracker bad either (horsemeat and the like just 
ain't getting the laughs they were back in 2013). 

But then, all the best gags were, quite rightly, 
saved for co-writer Matt Crosby, aka, the 
buxom Widow Twankey. Celebrating his 10th (!) 
Cambridge panto in some style, the lusty Dame 
stalked, shimmied and kicked up all kinds of fuss 
in the wackiest of garb, winking through a sweep 
of outsized lashes and an impressive plastering of 
makeup; he is snort-worthily hilarious, especially 
when it comes to ad-libbing in the blanks. 

The Arts' age-old 'messy' scene is of course 
intact; this year a slip and slide of a skit, it's like 
the Fun House soaked in suds and propped up 
by voluminous bloomers. It looks a right laugh. 
They should let everyone pay extra to have a go 
on the contraption at the end, funfair style. Same 
goes for the magic carpet - it all gets ever so 
fantastically Disney at one point. 

The Bill's Stephen Beckett returns once again 
as the big old boo hiss baddie, grinning with true 
malicious delight as the evil emperor's advisor 
Abanazer (prepare for a lot of "bless yous"), who 
ropes naive little Aladdin into a quest to find a 
magic lamp. 

And then, ladies, drenched in glitter and 
rippling like a Chippendale, Cavin Cornwall the 
genie appears from a woozy cloud of smoke. 
Bringing the glitz and the funk, he could have

carried the show with his pecs alone (seriously), 
but that wasn't necessary. 

Lauren Rae is stunning as the spirit Inanna 
(every little girl is going to want an exact replica 
of her Jasmine outfit, I certainly do), while the 
Princess played by Philippa Stefani packs a punch 
when it comes to the vocals. 

Richard Earl as the useless, lovestruck Emperor 
got a raw deal on the joke front, but definitely 
made the most of things during a slinky duet 
with Widow Twankey (ooh-er), while the 
ensemble cast and panto babes were cutesy 
and dazzling in equal measure (the ensemble 
lot definitely know how to dance). 

In fact, the whole company seem ridiculously 
giddy to be up there on stage, and it's 
infectious. 

Peppered with wry digs at the Corn Exchange, 
audience-directed quips about Lidl-shopping 
ruffians (horrors), and brave renditions of 
everything from Katy Perry and Pharrell to 
Marvin Gaye, there's also sufficiently outrageous 
innuendos to make the show a filthy enough 
magic carpet ride for the grown up boys and girls 
too. 

Basically, it's a dizzy, funny, skittish knockout of 
a show, with a perfect dose of naughtiness. 

There's also an "aww" inducing moment 
concerning Frozen's adorable snowman Olaf... 
except he's been left by a radiator... pack tissues, 
there may be a few tears.

Poinsettia 



THE shops are awash with poinsettias at this 
time of year in shades of red, pink and cream, 
the colourful bracts having taken an average of 
eight weeks to turn from green to red. 

Garden centres, supermarkets, homeware 
shops and DIY stores all 
have them on display, 
but you need to be care¬ 
ful how you choose your 
festive poinsettia, says 
David Mitchell, plant 
buyer at Wyevale Garden 
Centres. 

"When choosing a 
poinsettia, look for a 
strong-looking plant with 
bright-coloured bracts 
and deep green leaves all 
the way to the base of 
the pot," he advises. 

"A UK-grown plant is by far the best. We 
grow them cooler and allow them more space, 
making sure they are tougher for the customer. 
Check if the retailer is displaying them in a 
warm, draught-free place and never buy a 
poinsettia which is being sold outside or near to 
open doors." 

Once your plant's back home, don't place 


it on a porch or in a conservatory, because 
poinsettias don't like draughts. You're better 
off putting it in a warmer room like the living 
room, but not near a radiator. 

"The worst place is a draughty window sill 

especially if you draw the curtains 
on them leaving them in the cold 
space," says Mitchell. "These 
plants like good light, but are 
not so demanding for high light 
as many other house plants. The 
main point is to keep them warm, 
between 15 to 20 degrees, and 
away from draughts, avoiding sud¬ 
den temperature changes." 

Poinsettias should be watered 
as the compost begins to dry 
out. Don't over-water them or 
the leaves will drop off and don't 
leave them to dry out completely 
or they may not recover. 

After Christmas, allow the poinsettia some 
time to rest and become almost dormant by re¬ 
ducing watering. When bracts begin to look old 
and tired in late winter or spring, don't worry if 
the leaves droop or fall. 

In June, prune the plant back to approxi¬ 
mately a third of its size. Repot, feed and water

at this stage regularly to build a well-shaped 
plant. 

New growth will sprout, so stand it in good 
but not bright light, water regularly and apply 
liquid fertiliser every two weeks throughout 
summer. 

From the end of September, ensure the plant 
has natural day length rather than any artificial 
light. Poinsettias, which are cultivars of Eu¬ 
phorbia pulcherrima, set bracts and flowers in 


response to short days. Most will need to have 
light excluded to ensure 14 hours of darkness 
out of 24 for eight weeks during the run-up to 
Christmas. 

Once there are more hours of darkness than 
light, the plant will begin to change colour. If 
you begin the initiation process at the end of 
September, you should start to see a subtle 
colour change by mid-October and the full 
transformation by the end of November.

DEFLEETED 4x4s have 
seen their values skyrock¬ 
et by more than £1,000, as 
the return of colder 
weather sparks interest in 
the winter-ready vehicles. 
Figures released by 
Manheim, the world’s 
leading vehicle remarket¬ 
ing organisation, reveal 
that although overall fleet 
sector values fell by just 
1.4 per cent over the past 
month, underlying per¬ 
formance in the sector 
remains strong. 

While the average ex¬ 
fleet price at auction fell 
from £7,045 to £6,948 
between October and 
November 2014, a handful 
of firm favourites saw 
their values increase 
throughout the month.

November. The largest 
increase in average sell¬ 
ing price was seen with 


4x4s, which saw an 
increase in value of £1,188 
month on month. 

Daren Wiseman, valua¬ 
tion services manager at 
Manheim, said: “In spite 
of the overall defleet sec¬ 
tor values drifting mar¬ 
ginally in November, 
looking at these figures in 
the context of the year, 
they indicate a stable 
market for ex-fleet vehi¬ 
cles. While November’s 
average value at auction 
was £645 below that of 12 
months ago, it’s impor¬ 
tant to understand that 
today’s cars under the 
hammer are on average 
seven months older and 
have more than 6,000 
additional miles on the 
clock. 

“We would typically 


expect values to fall at 
this time of year, so this 
slight drop during 
November is no surprise. 
However, demand 

remains high with buyers 
wanting to stock up ready 
for the post Christmas 
upsurge and taking 
advantage of the seasonal 
price drop. Some vendors 
can tend to stockpile their 
vehicles in the run-up to 
Christmas, waiting for 
better prices in the new 
year.

“t is important to note

Nissan Leaf fans 
are wedded to 
their electric car 


MORE than half of Nissan 
Leaf electric car owners say 
they would never buy a petrol 
or diesel car again. 

One owner reportedly even 
sold his Aston Martin to buy a 
second Leaf so that both he 
and his wife could use one 
every day. 

These are just two of the 
amazing claims made by 
Nissan GB following the com¬ 
pany’s first in-depth survey of 
its electric car customers in 
the UK. 

An impressive 93 per cent of 
the 6,500 British owners say 
that they use their Leaf as 
their main family car, and 89 
per cent report ‘significant 
savings’ versus internal com¬ 
bustion-engined cars. 

Nissan Motor GB limited 
managing director, James 


Wright, said: “We were the 
first to bring a mass-produced 
electric car to market, so it 
stands to reason that we are 
also the first to prove the gen¬ 
uine viability of electric 
motoring. 

“Electric car ownership was 
a big step for motorists to take 
when we launched the Leaf in 
2011 but we are now seeing 
that owners who were bold 
enough to take that step are 
reaping the benefits. 

“The issues that the naysay¬ 
ers said would hinder owner¬ 
ship have not materialised 
and, in fact, the feeling from 
Leaf owners is that they would 
never go back to a traditional 
combustion engine.” 

Lurthermore, 95 per cent of 
owners said they would rec¬ 
ommend one to a friend, while 


64 per cent say they find it bet¬ 
ter to drive than a petrol or 
diesel car. 

Among its case studies, 
Nissan tells of a man whose 
domestic disputes with his 
wife over access to their Leaf 
led him to sell his Aston 
Martin in order to buy a sec¬ 
ond Leaf. 

Another driver claims to 
have spent just £400 in travel¬ 
ling 22,000 miles in his Leaf, 
making use of free public 
charging points wherever 
possible. 

Recent sales of electric cars 
have seen huge upturns. In 
September 2014 Nissan sold 
851 Leafs; the most ever sold 
in one month in a European 
market. More than 3,600 units 
have been sold in Britain this 
year.
